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TO  THE  AMERICAN  SCHOLARS 


In  one  of  the  numerous  congresses  which  were  held  in  Paris 
during  the  Universal  Exhibition  of  1900,  a  learned  American, 
Professor  of  Comparative  Literature  at  Colombia  Univer- 
sity, speaking  of  the  American  Scholarship,  having  shown  the 
German's  exclusive  influence  on  the  development  of  the  Ame- 
rican University,  said  :  «  We  have  learnt  from  the  Germans 
minuteness  of  information,  scholarly  patience  and  perseverance, 
and  an  intense  love  of  specialisation.  But  we  have,  as  it  were, 
out-Germaned  the  Germans  themselves,  and  our  scholarship  is 
becoming  more  minute,  more  patient,  more  specialised  than 
theirs.  This  Germanisation  of  our  academic  culture  is  espe- 
cially to  be  regretted,  because  in  the  field  of  literary  rescarcii 
specialisation  is  not  what  we  stand  in  most  need  of.  We  can 
scarcely  hope,  we  can,  in  fact,  scarcely  wish  to  equal  the 
French  or  German  or  Italian  Scholar  in  the  minute  knowledge 
of  his  own  literature :  there  are  barriers  of  language,  of  social 
feeling,  of  implicit  traditions  which  cannot  easily  be  sur- 
mounted. 

But  for  these  very  reasons  we  have  a  distinct  advantage  over 
the  European  scholar ;  we  can  treat  the  ensemble  of  European 
culture  more  clearly,  more  impartially,  just  because  of  those 
national  barriers  that  separate  them  from  tbeir  neighbours.  W^e 
are  fare  away  and  the  noise  of  their  social  disputes  cannot 
reach  us.  For  us,  whether  we  be  learned  or  ignorants,  it  is  not 
France,  not  Germany,  not  Spain ;  it  is  all  Europe.  We  can, 
therefore,  speak  more  disinterestedly  and  impersonally  of  great 
movements,  of  national  influences,  of  social  characteristics,  than 
is  possible  for  the  European  Scholar.  So  that  it  is  not  in  minute 
specialisation  that  the  future  of  American  scholarship  lies,  but 
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in  the  broad  treatment  of  great  literatures  and  of  great  and 
international  movements.  The  future  of  American  scholarships 
therefore,  is,  one  is  fully  justified  in  asserting,  inseparably  con- 
nected with  the  study  of  comparative  literature.  We  shall 
never  return  to  Emerson's  ideals  of  scholarship  ;  but,  in  his 
address  on  ((The  American  Scholar  »,  the  men  of  to-day  may 
well  find  both  a  stimulus  and  an  antidote.  Some  day,  too^  our 
young  students  may  be  diverted  from  the  Universities  of  Ger- 
many and  may  find  inspiration  and  a  fine  influence  from  those 
of  France,  where  scholarship  is  so  broad,  so  lucid  and  so  sane. 
Our  country  was  discovered  by  both  Germanic  and  Latin 
races,  and  we  demand  a  share  of  the  culture  of  both.  We 
cannot  rest  satisfied  with  German  culture  by  itself....  The 
originality  of  American  scholarship  may  well  consist  in  the 
perfect  union  of  the  two  ;  and  we  invoke  the  aid  of  the  Univer- 
sities of  France  in  the  attainment  of  this  ideal.  » 

Before  him  another  great  learned  American  Professor,  M"*  Si- 
mon Newcomb  had  already  said,  speaking  of  the  qualifications 
required  of  candidates  for  academic  degrees  : 

«  There  is  no  centre  of  learning  more  richly  supplied  than 
Paris  with  schools  and  faculties  for  advanced  instruction  in 
nearly  every  department  of  learning  research,  and  there  is 
no  country  more  ready  than  France  to  open  the  door  of  its  edu- 
cational institutions  (1)  to  foreign  students.  That  intellectual 
sympathy  between  France  and  America  which  dates  from  the 
residence  of  Franklin  in  Paris  has  never  died  out ;  and  as  it  is 
warmly  cherished  by  leading  Frenchmen,   it  insures  a  warm

welcome  to  the  American  visitor.  Yet  while  our  students  have 
heen  flocking  to  Germany  by  thousands,  comparatively  few 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  advantages,  for  pursuing  liberal 
studies,  which  France  has  to  offer  them.  The  subject  has  been 
discussed  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  reorgani- 
sation of  the  Universities  of  France  which  is  now  going  on,  the 
desirabihty  of  making  that  and  similar  institutions  attractive 
to  the  foreign  student  will  not  be  lost  sight  of.  » 

The  wish  of  the  learned  American  Professor  is  realised  to- 
day. Now  French  Universities  not  only  liberally  open  their  doors 
to  foreign  students,  as  was  indeed  already  the  case,  but  they 
have  even  given  satisfaction  to  the  legitimate  wish  of  the 
students,  who  wants  to  take  home  something  more  than  the 
platonic  satisfaction  of  having  worked  well. 

One  of  the  reasons  in  fact,  which  was  liable  to  turn  away 
American  students  from  frequenting  our  Universities  was  the 
obhgation  to  undergo  the  numerous  examinations  to  which 
the  French  student  is  subject,  in  order  to  rise  from  degree  to 
degree  to  the  title  of  Doctor. 

This  requirement  for  American  students  appeared  as  much 
more  excessive  as  the  Universities  of  America  are,  from  the 
scientific  point  of  view,  second  to  no  other. 

The  French  Government  has  therefore  given  authority  to 
the  Universities  to  create  diplomas  of  a  scientific  nature,  which 
are  called  University  Diplomas,  and  are  given  in  the  name  of 
the  University,  These  Diplomas  differ  from  the  State  Diplomas

only  in  this,  that  they  do  not  confer  any  of  the  rights  or  privi- 
leges which  the  law  attaches  to  the  latter.  They  are  obtained 
under  the  conditions  assigned  by  the  Council  of  the  Univer- 
sity. As  the  Universities  are  autonomous  bodies^  these  condi- 
tions vary  from  University  to  University,  and  we,  therefore^ 
deem  it  necessary  to  give  a  complete  list  of  these  conditions  in 
order  to  aid  the  student  in  his  choice.

une  idee  assez  inexacte  de  notre  nouveau  doctorat  d'Universite.  On  a 
I'air  de  croire  et  Ton  repete  que  e'est  un  grade  dont  I'obtention  a  ete 
rendue  aussi  facile  que  possible,  afin  qu'il  put  avoir  une  valeur  com- 
merciale  [a  commercial  value)  qui  lui  permit  de  faire  concurrence  au 
doctorat  allemand,  et  Ton  s'apitoie  charitablement  sur  cet  abandon 
des  hautes  traditions  de  Tenseignement  superieur  francais(i7  dit  away 
with  all  the  time- honored  traditions  of  the  French  higher  degrees). 
Voulez-vous  me  permettre  de  rassurer  ces  amis  si  charitables  et  si 
prompts  a  s'inquieter  ? 

Les  reproches  precis  adresses  au  nouveau  doctorat  sont  les  sui- 
vants  :  1°  on  ne  s'occupe  point  des  antecedents  du  candidat;  2°  on  ne 
lui  demande  qu'une  scolarite  de  deux  ans,  pendant  lesquels  toute 
liberte  de  travail  lui  est  laissee  ;  3°  la  seule  chose  a  laquelle  on  tienne 
est  la  these  et  Vexamen  oral.  —  Rcprenons  ces  trois  griefs  : 

1°  Le  premier  implique  une  meconnaissance  absolue  des  faits.  Si 
le  candidat  est  francais,  on  lui  demande  la  licence  es  lettres  (comme 
pour  le  doctorat  d'Elat)  ou  des  titres  equivalents  (par  exemplc  en 
science  ou  en  droit)  ;  s'il  est  etranger,  on  examine  ses  grades  et  ses 
titres  anterieursdans  le  meme  esprit,  c'est  a  dire  en  se  preoccupant 
de  verifier  s'ils  etablissent  qu'il  n'est  plus  un  ecolier,  mais  qu'il  est  en 
etat  de  mener  a  terme,  en  deux  ans,  un  travail  de  recherche  originale 
et  de  faire  vraiment  oeuvre  de  savant.

francais.  On  comprend  des  lors  que  toute  liberte  de  travail  lui  soit 
laissee  :  c'est  k  lui  de  choisir  les  enseignements  qui  lui  sont  utiles. 
II  n'est  plus  un  simple  etudiant  de  licence  ;  il  est,  comme   nos  can- 


didats  au  doctoral  d'etat,  un  jeune  savant  qui  se  prepare  a  faire  pour 
la  premiere  fois  oeuvre  de  maitre. 

S**  La  these  et  ce  que  I'auteur  appelle  Vexamen  oral  (plus  exacte- 
ment :  la  discussion  de  la  these  et  de  deux  questions  connexes),  sont, 
dit-on,  tout  I'essentiel  du  doctorat,  et  Ton  s'en  etonne.  Mais  il  en  est 
exacteinent  de  meme  dans  notre  doctorat  d'etat,  que  I'auteur  de  I'ar- 
ticle  affecte  pourtant  d'estimer  si  haut,  afin  d'accabler  le  nouveau 
grade  par  la  comparaison.  Nos  theses  de  doctorat  d'elat  et  les  sou- 
tenances  qui  les  accompagnent  sont,  en  effet,  de  nature  a  nous  donner 
pleine  satisfaction,  et  nous  ne  demandons  au  nouveau  grade  que  de 
ressembler  a  son  aine.  Ou  est  le  mal?  Ce  reproche  n'est  pas  plus 
serieux  que  les  autres.  En  fait,  nous  avons  deja,  depuis  deux  ans, 
admis  une  dizaine  de  theses  de  doctorat  d'Universite  :  ce  sont  toutes 
des  publications  dignes  d'estime,  quelques-unes  meme  remarquables. 

L'auteur  de  I'article  reconnait  pourtant  qu'un  sejour  en  France, 
indispensable  aux  etudiants  americains  qui  veulent  etre  professeurs 
de  frangais,  peut  etre,  meme  pour  les  autres,  d'un  tres  grand  prix,  ^ 
la  condition  que  le  jeune  Americain  arrive  en  France  deja  maitre  des 
Elements  de  son  sujet  et  en  particulier  de  la  bibliographie.  Nous 
sommes  pleinement  d'accord  avec  lui  sur  ce  point,  et  c'est  bien  ainsi 
que  nous  entendons  la  preparation  au  doctorat.  Un  etudiant  qui  aurait 
encore  tout  a  apprendre  ne  serait  pas  capable  d'arriver  en  deux  ans 
au  doctorat  d'Universite.  C'est  la  un  point  capital  sur  lequel  il  est 
indispensable  qu'il  n'y  ait  pas  de  malentendu.  Les  griefs  discutes  plus 
haut  viennent  surtout  d'une  meprise  radicale  a  cet  egard.  Cette  me- 
prise,  d'ailleurs,  n'est  pas  commise,  en  general,  par  les  candidats 
eux-memes.  Parmi  nos  nouveaux  docteurs,  un  certain  nombre  nous 
sontvenus  d'Amerique  :  or,  il  m'est  agreable  de  constater  que  tons 
etaient,  non  pas  des  etudiants  inexperimentes,  mais  de  jeunes  profes- 
seurs parfaitement  en  etat  de  remplir  les  conditions  exigees. 

11  est  naturel  qu'une  creation  nouvelle  excite  d'abord  ceriaines 
apprehensions  ou  certains  dontes.  Le  doctorat  d'Universite  n'a  pas 
la  pretention  d'echapper  a  cette  regie.  Mais  quelques  explications 
loyales,  et  surtout  la  force  irresistible  des  faits,  ne  tarderont  pas  a 
dissiper  les  malenlendus,  alors  meme  que  ceux-ci  ne  seraient  pas 
toujours  entierement  involontaires.

(Lettres)  (1)  :  one  course  on  the  History  and  Geography  of 
France  ;  the  2"^  on  French  Literature  or  Philology ;  the  S""'^  is  at 
the  choice  of  the  candidate. 

3°  Examinations : 

a)  Written  :  1 .  Translation  into  French  of  a  foreign  author 
(with  help  of  dictionary).  The  languages  admitted  are  those 
tought  officially  at  the  Faculty,  or  in  the  pubHc  establishments 
of  higher  education  in  Paris. 

2.  Written  summary  of  a  half  an  hour's  reading,  or  of  a 
lesson  given  before  the  candidate. 

h)  Oral :  4.  Interrogation  on  the  courses  followed  by  the  can- 
didate. 

2.  Explanation  of,  and  commentary  on,  in  the  French  hm- 
guage,  one  of  the  French  authors  of  the  programme  of  the  Li- 
cence.

Doctorate  of  the  University  :  (I)  Medicine  :  (M.  D.). 

This  degree  is  conferred  on  foreign  students  who  have  obtai- 
ned leave  to  study  and  to  take  their  degrees  in  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  of  Paris,  with  exemption  from  the  grade  of  Bachelor, 
The  Diploma,  which  bears  the  seal  of  the  University  of  Paris, 
is  delivered  in  the  name  of  the  University  by  the  President  of 
the  General  Council  of  the  said  University. 

The  Programme  of  Studies  is  the  same  as  that  followed  by 
the  candidates  for  the  State  Diploma  and  comprises,  in  the  : 

1  ^^  year  :  Biological  Chemistry,  Dissection,  Physics,  Histology, 

Physiology. 
2"'^  year  :  Dissection,  Biological  Physics,  Biological  Chemistry, 

Histology,  Physiology. 
3'"'^  year  :  Pathological   Anatomy,    Parasitology,   Pathological 

Chemistry,  Operative  Medicine. 
4^^'   year  :  Obstetrics,  Special  Course  of  Clinical  Chemistry. 
5^''  year  :  (Optional),  is  devoted  to   Materia  Medica,  Botany, 

Chemistry,  Pharmacy,  Bacteriology. 

The  candidate  undergoes  five  examinations,  the  last  being 
divided  into  two  parts,  and  presents  a  Thesis  of  which  the 
subject  is  left  to  his  choice.  The  fourth  and  fifth  examinations 
and  the  Thesis^  must  be  passed  in  the  same  University. 

From  the  scientific  point  of  view  the  University  Diploma  and 
the  State  Diploma  are  on  the  same  level,  because  the  aspirants 
to  either  receive  the  same  teaching,  are  examined  on  the  same 
matters,  and  by  the  same  judges. 

The  only  difference  between  the  two  titles,  is  that  a  foreigner, 
wherever  he  may  come  from  and  whatever  may  be  his  grades, 
cannot  aspire  to  the  State  Diploma^  unless  he  has  his  french 
bachelorship,  his  certificate  of  physical,  chemical  and  natural 
history  studies.  Besides  he  must  fulfil  his  complete  course  du- 
ring four  years,  undergo  all  the  preliminary  examinations  and 
sustain  a  Thesis,  while  the  candidates  for  the  University  Diplo- 
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mas,  when  they  are  justified  by  examinations  passed  in  their 
own  country,  may  be,  dispensed  from  above  stipulations.

Besides  foreigners  can  be  admitted  under  the  title  of  free  stu- 
dents. They  pay,  in  this  case,  only  30  francs  a  year,  and  are 
admitted  to  the  courses.  They  can  also  be  admitted  to  the  labo- 
ratory studies,  on  payment  of  50  francs  quaterly. 


Doctorate  of  the  University  :  (II)  Sciences  :  (D.  Sc). 

Conditions  to  be  fulfilled  : 

1°  Inscription  in  a  special  Register  at  the  Faculty  of  Sciences 
(Faculte  des  Sciences). 

2°  Titles  to  be  furnished  :  Titles  equivalent  to  the  two  higher 
certificates  required  by  the  «  Faculty  des  Sciences  ». 

These  certificates  are  :  DifTerential  and  Integral  Calculus,

The  Licence  demands  an  adequate  acquaintance 
with  Dogmas,  the  History  of  Dogmas,  Evangelical  Ethics, 
Exegesis^  Criticism  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  Eccle- 
siastical History,  Practical  Theology,  and  German;  however 
the  german  language  will  not  be  too  severely  exacted.

The  Committee  of  Patronage  of  Foreign  Students,  which  sits 
at  the  Sorbonne,  has  for  object  to  give  to  all  the  foreign  stu- 
dents at  their  arrival  in  Paris  all  the  informations  necessary 
to  their  studies  and  daily  life,  and  to  furnish  them,  during  their 
sojourn,  with  a  moral  support.  In  cases  of  exceptional  diffi- 
culty, the  Committee  grants  the  student  some  pecuniary  aid  to 
enable  him  to  pay  his  registration  fee  at  the  Faculty  or  at  the 
Higher  School  where  he  pursues  his  studies. 

A  Secretary  is  at  the  disposition  of  all  the  foreign  students 
for  all  the  information  they  may  require  every  day,  except 
holidays,  from  4  1/2  to  6  1/4,  in  the  Sorbonne. 
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Alliance  francaise.  Holiday  Courses  (July  and  August). 

These  Courses  aim  at  perfecting  foreigners  in  the  study  of 
the  Language,  Literature,  Arts,  Institutions  and  Customs  of 
France.  They  are  divided  into  two  series.  The  entries  for  these 
courses  are  received :  49,  rue  de  Crenelle,  at  the  Office  of  the 
Alliance.  No  degree  or  diploma  is  required.  The  charge  for  25 
courses  (obligatory  minimum)  is  twenty  five  francs  ;  addi- 
tional classes  are  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  one  franc  each.

The  University  was  founded,  in  1^31,  by  King  Charles  the  Seventh  who  felt 
the  necessity  of  creating  a  center  of  french  influence,  during  the  dull  period  of 
the  war  of  hundred  years  between  France  and  England,  The  University  became 
rapidly  famous  for  its  Juridic  Studies,  and  attracted  numerous  students  from 
abroad  and  from  France. 

Now  the  University  possesses  a  Faculty  of  Laws,  of  Science,  of  Letters  and  a 
Preparatory  School  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy. 

The  town  is  the  ancient  Capital  of  the  old  province  Poitou.  It  is  built  on  a 
gentle  slope,  at  the  confluence  of  two  nice  rivers  and  has  preserved  the  character 
of  old  fashion  city  which  the  Middle  Ages  used  to  impress. 


Certificate  of  Literary  Studies. 

The  Council  of  the  University  has  decided  to  create  for  the 
use  of  foreigners  a  Certificate  of  Literary  Studies. 

The  candidates  do  not  require  any  University  degree  and 
the  examinations  are  open  to  women  as  v^ell  as  men. 

The  examination  comprises  written  and  oral  proofs. 

Written  :  reading  aloud  of  a  french  text,  by  a  Professor  du- 
ring fifteen  minutes,  which  the  candidate  must  resum  by 
writing  in  half  an  hour,  thereby  prooving  that  he  has  unders- 
tood the  leading  ideas  of  the  text,  and  that  he  knows  how  to 
write  french. 

Two  oral  interrogations  on  two  of  the  courses  followed  du- 
ring the  semestre  by  the  candidate. 

Each  semester  begins  on  the  15  ^'"'^  of  November  and  of  March 
and  ends  on  the  15  ^'"^  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  of  July. 

The  value  of  the  marks  obtained  is  counted  from  o  to  10  ;  if 
the  candidate    obtains  15  to  20  marks,  he  receives  mention 

passable ;  from  20  to  25,  mention  good ;  from  25  to  30,  men- 
tion very  good. 

The  Jury  is  composed  of  three  Professors  of  the  Faculty. 
The  examinations  take  place  at  Easter  and  in  July.

A  special  Committee  of  Patronage  will  be  constituted  and  in 
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the  mean  time  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Letters  is  at  the 
disposal  of  the  students,  french  or  foreign,  to  give  them  infor- 
mation and  open  relations  to  them  with  families  of  good  stan- 
ding, who  can  give  them  accomodations  on  moderate  terms.

Ancient  Capital  of  Languedoc,  Toulouse  is  a  centre  of  Science  and  Art.  Si- 
tuated on  the  Garonne  it  contains  150,000  inhabitants.  Beautiful  churches  of 
the  eleventh  and  of  the  fourteenth  century.  Fine  monuments  of  the  Renaissance. 
Important  museums  of  fine  Arts  (ancient  cloister  of  the  Augustins),  of  Archeo- 
logy, of  Natural  History.
